Be Serious 


Ottawa.—Canadians can now look 
forward to a shortage of soft coal 
supplies for some time, in the opinion 
of C. A. Magrath, Dominion fuel 
controller, who has just returned 
from Washington. 

In view of the breaking off of ne- 
gotiations between the miners and 
operators there can be little hope of 
amelioration of the situation for some 
time, 

Previous to receiving the announce- 
ment of the breach at Washington, 
Mr. Magrath, who had been in con- 
ference with the fuel administrations 
of Ontario and Quebec, issued a 
Statement calling attention to the 
gravity of the soft coal situation and 
urging the most rigid conservation 
policy. On being informed of the 
new development across the border, 
he called attention to the fact that 
he had anticipated that the award 
might not be acceptable to either 
miners or operators, and said that 
now the utmost care with our pres- 
ent supply would be necessary.

Daring Crime Perpetrated on the 
Calgary Branch of the Stan- 
dard Bank 


Calgary —One of the most daring 
cheque forgeries in the history of the 
city was perpetrated on the local 
branch of the Standard Bank here, 
when a man, who said he was G. 
Whittaker, passed cheques totalling 
$4,000 and drawn on the branch at 
Fort Saskatchewan, Alta, He repre- 
sented that he wanted the money for 
stock deals. The cheques were 
stamped “accepted,” but apparently 
were not initialled in the stamp mark, 
This passed unnoticed for time, 
when the teller became suspicious. 
The bank management communicated 
with Fort Saskatchewan and discov- 
ered the forgery. The police have 
been unable as yet to trace the man. 


A Fine Plan 


Lord Leverhulme Urges Sweating of 
Machinery Instead of the 
Employees 

New York.—Sweating the machine, 
not the man, is the economic prin- 
ciple on which Lord Leverhulme, the 
great British manufacturer, justifies 
the six-hour day for workmen and the 
twelve-hour day for machinery. This 
schedule his firm has determined to 
introduce in their factories in Great 
Britain, Canada and the United 
States, hoping thereby to profit their 
workmen and themselves. 

Lord Leverhulme, who arrived here 
Tuesday on the Mauretania, comes to 
conduct a little missionary work in 
favor of the introduction in this 
country of the plan, which he de- 
clares will prove economically ad- 
vantageous and profitable in any in- 
dustry in which the overhead charges 
for plant and equipment equal or ex- 
ceed the wage bill. 

Describing the main features of the 
plan, as well as of the long estab- 
lished system of “co-partnership,” 
or profit sharing, in his several soap 
factories, Baron Leverhulme pointed 
out that the scheme for hours must 
not be confounded with a flat six- 
hour day, but consisted in employing 
his working forces, men and women, 
in two shifts, each working on a 36- 
hour week basis, while the machinery 
is kept going the full twelve hours a

The plan, he declared, was to. get | 
the greatest possible production out} 
of the machinery, the expensive ele- 
ment in soap production, which is 
granting the working forces a short- 
er day and a greater opportunity for 
recreation and self-improvement.

London Forced 
To Expand Upward 


Question of Skyscrapers Is Being 
Revived Because of the High 
Price of Property 
- The old question of whether Lon- 
don is to have skyscrapers is being 
revived because of the high price 
of property in the business section 
and the lack of space in office build- 
ings. The government buildings in 
Whitehall are four storeys high, but 
it has been found necessary to add 
a storey to the War Office to meet 
the demands of the department. One 
well-known architect in touch with 
the government’s plans expressed the 
opinion that unless the new and old 
ministries were content to do their 
work outside the area devoted to 
governmental activities skyscrapers 
: inevitable in Whitehall. Gen- 


erally speaking, however, London 
does not like tall buildings. Percy 
Tubbs, past president of the Socicty 
of Architects, declared that if the 
skyscraper was to come it would be 
necessary to widen the streets. “But 
space in London is not so scarce as 
it is in New York, which is an island,” 
he said. American architects who are 
in London erecting a huge depart- 
ment store have repeatedly asked 
|for permission to extend the main 
\building high enough to accommo- 
date not only the present business 
of the concern, but to provide for 
the future, and have met with no en- 
couragement whatever.
